SENORITA LUISA ESPINEL 

To those who heard and saw Senorita Luisa Espinel two years ago in the 
Chamber Music Hall, she needs no introduction. She comes this year under the 
auspices of the Music Club. This is her only recital in the Bay Region. 

A charming and intelligent singer of Spanish folk songs, this young Ameri¬ 
can-born artist has been introduced to audiences by the Instituto de las Espanas 
sponsored by the King of Spain. 

Her Song Pictures of Spain are created from age-old traditions in her own 
ancient and aristocratic family through access to the guarded manuscripts of 
the Escorial and other libraries of Spain; through ramblings all over the widely 
divergent regiones or sections of the Iberian Peninsula; and through an intimate 
association with and understanding of their peasantry. Charming and authentic 
costumes complete in every detail enhance the Song Pictures. So, too, does the 
lilt of an old instrument obbligato or at times a characteristic dance mode or the 
click of the castanets. 

The Madrid A. B. C. says of her: "The magic art of Luisa Espinel has 
accomplished a miracle. She delighted us with the pure timbre of her voice, and 
with her art of exquisite enchantment, arrayed herself in our authentic provin¬ 
cial costumes, without one concession to the conventionalism so lamentably 
adopted by almost all the Spanish artists.”

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KENNETH SAUNDERS 

Professor Kenneth Saunders, who is no stranger to audiences at Mills College, 
returned this month to California from Japan, where he has held several inter¬ 
views with Toyohiko Kagawa. 

Born in Cape Town, South Africa, educated at Emmanuel College, Cambridge, 
England, he has ever been deeply interested in international problems. He studied 
Buddhism for four years in Ceylon and was later associated with the Young 
Men’s Christian Association in India. He was twice awarded the Guggenheim 
traveling fellowship for study in the field of religion in Asia. For the last ten 
years he has taught the history of religion at the Pacific School of Religion in 
Berkeley, California. His many published volumes deal chiefly with various 
phases of Buddhism and Christianity.
